FULL USE OF ALL 
FACILITIES URGED 


The spectre of post-war unem- 
ployment appears on the horizon 
and 12,000,000 million people may 
be unemployed “unless resources 
are used to the maximum”, Ferris 
Wakeley, University of California 
extension leader in the field of 
distributive education, said at the 
meeting of the Upland Lions club 
yesterday. 

He listed manpower as the big- 
gest resource and this, combined 
with material and machinery, can 
produce enough to raise the stand- 
ard of living for everyone, he said. 

“Everyone should be interested 
in cone employment rather 
than preventing unemployment,” 
he declared, and stressed the ne- 


beesstty Of the: maximum use of 


all available facilities ‘and ma- 
chinefy rather than the elimina- 
tion of machinery in the interests 
of making manual labor. 

Raising the standard of living 
for everyone is the goal, he de- 
clared and emphasized that this 
can come only through education 
—that done in the schools, special 
classes and by commercial firms 
in pointing out uses for their pro- 
ducts. ° 

The tremendous national debt 
can be paid only if production is 
increased and the national in- 
come is maintained at a high level, 
according to the speaker. Aver- 
age per capita share of the debt 
is approximately $1,400, Mr. 
Wakeley said. 

Sixty-one million persons are 
now directly connected with the 
war effort, either in the armed 
forces or engaged in making and 
handling , defense material, he 
pointed out. When the time 
comes for reconversion, a great 
adjustment will take place and; 
students of the post-war prob- 
lems visualize an unemployed 
total of 12,000,000 unless the 
greatest use is made of the op-! 
portunities, he emphasized.
